Securing Best Results 


IMPORTANCE OF RHYTHM

Naturally, to achieve these ends you will 

choose the healthiest, most graceful and 

efficient exercises. But efficiency in exercis- 
ing or using the body means exactly what 
it means in other spheres—the maximum 


| result, with the minimum effort. 


In athletics, in exercises, in ordinary move- 
ments, and even in mechanical movements 
(including typewriting, ordinary writing, 
washing the floor, attending a machine), the 
one sure way to economy of effort is rhythmic 
motion. “ 
Not jerks. Not even “physical jerks. 
One rather striking example will illustrate 


my point, 
AN EXAMPLE 


Two or three years ago an_ industrial 
psychologist was called in to speed up the 
work in a chocelate factory. He observed 
that. in one process the si ls had to pass each 
sweet separately through a trough of liquid 
coating. From a tray on the right they 
lifted each sweet in turn, shook it rapidly 
back and forth in the liquid and placed it 
on a tray to the left. 

He changed one movement. i 

Instead oi shaking the sweets, the girls 
were instructed to carry them through the 
liquid in a loop, with a continuous swinging, 
circular movement of the arm. Result—Not 
only did the output of the factory go up 
10 per cent. in six months, but a medical 
report stated that the health of the workers 
showed a very marked improvement. 

The moral need hardly be laboured. When 
you go exercising for health, beauty and 
efficiency, choose a system of exercises ba 
on rhythmic movement, preferably done to 
music. 

And choose a system. Almost any kind 
of reguiar exercise is better than none, but 
random exercises will not help you to pro- 

ress. 

A system of exercises, to be good, must be 
based on knowledge of anatomy; for women 
it should be based on a special study of 
woman’s anatomy. This is an important 
point often overlooked. 

Many current systems of physical “drill” 
or exercise were originally degigned for the 
training of men, and one of their chief aims 
is development of muscle, which, for women, 
is a quite unsuitable, and, if carried to 
excess, even a dangerous aim, 


RHYTHMIC EXERCISES 


What is needed, then, is a system of 
rhythmic exercises specially designed for 
women, aiming at harmonious use of the 
body, with muscle developed to the right 
point for that and not for “ putting the 
weight.” 

1 know of one such system, and drawn up 
by an Irishwoman, too. I have seen it in 
action, know people who have benefited from 
it, tried it myself. 

And I have, too, a book which gives a 
complete description of how you can train 
yourself to greater health, grace and 
efficiency. I should be glad to send the 
name of the book to any interested reader. 

But caution is necessary. The body is a 
very finely adjusted machine, and inexpert 
exercising has its own dangers. I, there- 
fore, strongly advocate attendance it classes 
under experienced teachers. 

1 have known women throw themselves 
over-enthusiastically into a medley of exer- 
cises because they had no expert to correct 
wrong movements, 

Further, if you know you have any par- 
ticular disability—perhaps a weak heart or 
the after effects of an operation—you should 
make a point of telling the instructress. 

If she is an expert she will, doubtless, 
Oy ” it herself, but it is much more sen: 
sible to explain at the outset. But, and I 
want to make this very clear, any such dis- 
ability is an added reason for taking pro- 
perly graded exercises.

ing to the’ season. In the laughter that 
follows suth an answer the question is 
forgotten, and the canny Scot has covered 
up his own lack of knowledge. 

With St, Andrew’s Day only a week 
away; with Scotsmen everywhere taking 
down their copy of Burns’s poems and re- 
reading his address to a haggis, the time 
appears ripe for revealing the great 
mystery. Before doing so, however, let us 
read what Burns has to say: 

Fair fu’ your honest, sonsie face, 
Great chieftain o’ the puddin’-race ! 
Aboon them a’ ye ta': your place, 
Painch, tripe or thairm. 
Weel are ye wordy o' a grace 
As lang’s my airm. 

How does one make this “ great 
chieftain o’ the puddin’-race’’? Here is 
the secret as handed down from one genera- 
tion to another for hundreds of years. 

Procure the large stomach bag of a sheep, 
and also one of the smaller bags called the 
“King's hood,’’ together with the lights. 
liver and heart. The bags must be well 
washed, first in cold water, and then 

lungéd into boiling water and scraped. 

reat care must be taken of the large bag ; 
let it soak in cold water with a little salt 
for twenty-four hours. 

Next boil the small bag along with the 
lights, liver and heart for an hour and a 
half or two hours. When cold grate a 
quarter of the liver only (the rest is not 
used for the haggis), and mince the heart, 
lights and the small bag and half a pound 
of beef suet very small. 

To the minced mixture add a large 
breakfast cupful of oatmeal, pe per and 
salt, and about half a pint of the water 
in which the lights, liver and heart were 
boiled. Stir until all ingredients are 
thoroughly mixed. 

Now take the large bag and put in the 
mixture, taking care that the bag is only 
a little more than half full, because the 
meat and meal expand. Sew up the bag 
with a needle and thread, and the haggis 
is now ready for its final boiling. Put it 
into a pot with boiling water in which a 
plate has been placed at the bottom, and 
boil for three hours.

COCKIE-LEEKIE, 


No St. Andrew’s Day dinner would be 
complete without cockie-leekie. This is a 
dish which frequently figures in the house- 
hold menu where the weather is colder 
than that usually experienced in this 
country, but is one that might with 
advantage be adopted here.

It can be made with any fowl—although 
a good old-stager is usually employed—or 


with hough, known as leg-beef, here. For 
four quarts of soup take a boiling fowl (or 
2 or ó lb. of leg-beef) and 8 or 10 leeks. 
Thoroughly wash the leeks and scald them 
for a few minutes. Put the fowl or meat 
and the leeks into a pot and allow to 
simmer for half an hour. Then add the 
remaining leeks and boil for four hours. 
Season with salt and pepper. 


HADDIE AND EGG, 


Here is a good Scotch breakfast dish 
that can be recommended. Take a Finnan 
haddock, skin it and cut into two or four 
portions, according to size. Place the 
pieces in a pan in whieh milk and a piece 
of butter have been warmed, and cook 
slowly. When ready lay a poached egg 
on top of each piece of fish. 


OATCAKES, 


One of the simplest and yet one of the 
most wholesome of Scotch dishes is the 
oatcake. Try this method of baking it. 

Put two handfuls of oatmeal into a 
basin with a piece of butter, and pour a 
little boiling water over, stirring with a 
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knife till all is moistened, but not soft. 
Sprinkle dry meal over, form into round 
ball with the hands, and place on a 
baking board. Pat with the back of the 
fingers till a thin cake is formed. Cut 
into section, and bake on the girdle. These 
oatcakes are improved by slight heating in 
Fun over or before the fire when reguired 
or use, - 


POTTED HOUGH. 


Here is one more dish that is useful to 
have ready in the larder should friends 
drop in unexpectedly and be asked to 
stay for supper. Preparation takes a long 
time, but the result is worth it. 

Take about 3lb. of the nap end of the 
hough (leg beef), having got the butcher 
to break it through, and place in a large 
pan with sufficient water to cover all the 
meat. Put on the fire or gas cooker at 
night, and let it nearly boil. Then place 
it to the side of the fire, or lower the 
gas, and let it simmer gently all night. 
In the morning the meat will fall from 
the bones. Take the meat and bones from 
the pot, cut the meat in very small pieces 
—some of it will shred—and put back into 
the pot, add a little boiling water, and 
boil up for tem minutes. Then pour into 
glass shapes or bowls, and allow to cool. 
This dish served with cold potato salad 
is fit for a king or a president.

It was last pro- 
duced in Dublin by the Drama League 
about ten years ago, ‘anmd%then made a 
great hit. It was under a ban in England 
for some years until Sir Barry Jackson» 
arranged for a private ‘veges m 
London, after which the ban was lifted. 
Other Pirandello plays seen in» Dublin 
within the last few years were ‘‘,The 
Pleasures of Honesty,” in which Paul 
Farrell excelled himself, “ Right You Are 
If You Think So,” which was performed 
by the Abbey School of Acting, and “ As 
You Desire Me,’’ ‘which was ‘not only pro- 
duced at the Gaiety, with Miss Jean 
Forbes Robertson in the ptincipal part, 
but was also seen in film form, starring 
Greta Garbo; and “ Henry IV.,” in which 
Mr. Lennox Robinson gave a magnificent 
performance as Henry. i 

Pirandello has just been awarded the 
Nobel prize for literature. He is a leader 
of drama in Italy, occupying a position 
comparable with that of Shaw in IEng- 
land, O'Neill in America, and Yeats in 
Ireland. Lately he presided at the Inter- 
‘national Theatre Congress in Rome, when 
he made some interesting statements with 
regard to the ever-increasing competition 
between theatres and. cinemas. *‘ He con- 
sidered that many of the buildings used 
for theatres were entirely out of date and 
should be scrapped to make room for 
modern buildings capable of holding about 
two thousand persons. The price of seats 
should be low and almost uniform so as 
to allow the general public to have the 
same opportunity of going to the theatre 
as to the cinema. The important thing 
to remember was that the theatre must 
live for the people. It must always remain 
as a form of spreading civilisation among 
the nations.”’

Government Lotteries 


Glancing through an old book on 
Dublin in the eighteenth century, I came 
across a reference to the method adopted 
in drawing numbers by the sweep pro- 
moters of those days. It appears that the 
lottery hall in Capel street was “' every 
day choked up by the crowds of adven- 
turers eager to hear their fate. The 
multitude of these unhappy beings and 
the anxiety they displayed was sometimes 
appalling. The hall in which the 
drawings took place was open to the 
public. Two large wheels were set on a 
slope, beside which stood two boys of the 
Blue Coat Hospital, each with his hand 
thrust into his belt behind his back, and 
the other flourithing in the air; on every 
turn of the wheels they dived in and took 
a rolled-up packet from each—one con- 
taining a number and the other a blank 
or prize; one clerk then read the number 
aloud, and another declared its fate.” 


St. Patrick’s Blue 


In the very interesting account of the 
excavations by the Harvard Expedition at 
the Lagore Crannog which appeared on 
the “ Diary” page on Wednesday last, I 
notice (writes a correspondent) that the 
early Christian ladies of Meath favoured 
‘beads and bracelets of brilliant blue glass 
with inlaid patterns in white.” This 
ought to lend support to the belief which 
is still held by a good many people that 
the true national colour of Treland is 
St. Patrick’s blue. If blue eyes were, as 
is most likely, a prevailing feminine 
characteristic in those days, then the 
young women of the period had a further 
incentive to adopt the colour of the patron 
Saint. The statement in the same article 
to the effect that “ beads of yellow, green 
and white occur, but were much less 
popular,” is highly interesting, and forms 
a parallel so significant as hardly to 
require further comment.

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IRISH APPLES 
eoeepeninpd i ponnmnetinints 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

_ Sin,—I have read with interest. your leader 
in to-day’s Jrish Jimes, entitled “ Trish 
Orchards,”’ also a paragraph in the London 
Letter, entitled “ English Apples.’”’ 

As a large grower of apples, I am surprised 
to see that the Irish Free State exported even 
16 cwt. of apples to Great Britain in the 
year 1955. Apples exported from the Free 
State to Great Britain or Northern Ireland 
pay a tariff of 10 per cent. Apples imported 
into the Irish Free State. pay a tariff of 
about 12s, per 10st. barrel, with the result 
that apples are. worth very much more in 


| the Irish Free State than in Great Britain 


or Northern Ireland. herefore, it is easy 
to see why there is virtually no export of 
apples to England from the Free State. For 
instance, some years ago when we had free 
markets. 1 exported between 10 and 20 tons 
of cooking apples to England, but since the 
tariff was inaugurated I have sold all my 
apples..in. the home. mar'‘et. 

Undoubtedly the grading and packing of 
foregn dessert’ apples have reached a very 
high pitch, and we in the Free State cannot 
at present compete; but: as regards cooking 
apples we can compete. “Grading and pack- 
ing are certainly important, but not of quite 
such vital, importance as in» the case of 
dessert apples, seeing that cooking apples are 
nearly all sold by weight, not by count. 

My apples for the London market were 
packed in the usaal-bushei baskets and some- 
times. headed that market: in price. In my 
opinion, we ean grow. cooking apples in the 
Free State that can compete with any cook- 
ing apples in the world, and great efforts 
are being made at present by the Department 
ot Agriculture and by the Irish Fruit 
Growers’ Association to improve quality, 
grading and packing.—Yours, etc.,

THE IRISH ELK - 


~The cave was partially” excavated” some 
years ago, and yielded human remains alleged 
to be of remote paleolithic (Old Stone Age) 
antiquity. These remains were found deeply 
imbedded in the stalagmite floor of the cave 
associated with the extinct Irish elk. No im- 
plements. were found of this period, which 
goes back to the time when the ice sheet 
was retreating from Ireland some 12,000 years 
ago. It was decided to complete the excava- 
tion of Kilgreany this year with a view to 
throwing further light on the problem of the 
antiquity of man in Ireland. 

With regard to this problem, the results 
obtainei from this year’s excavation are purely 
negative in character. No further human re- 
mains of any such remote antiquity were 
found, although scattered fragments, possibly 
representing at least two comparatively re- 
cent burials, were unearthed. Definite in- 
formation was secured, however, which upsets 
all claims to date for the presence of man in 


Ireland contemporaneous with the Ice Age. 
Abundant paleontological material, including 
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it is extremely improbable that it was intro- 
duced from without. It was found associated 
with bones of the Irish elk or giant deer. 
This throws out the contention that finds 
associated with the elk at Kilgreany must be 
necessarily extremely ancient. One can only 
conclude that at: Kilgreany stalagmite has 
been forming down into comparatively, recent 
times, and this fact, together with, the. evi- 
dence for disturbance brought... to . light, 
demonstrate conclusively that ‘Kil ny man 
can no longer be accepted as de mo roof 
of the occupation of Ireland in Paleolithic or 
Old Stone Age times. 


AMBER AND SILVER 


In the recent part of the deposit, objects 
dating from Early Christian times in Ireland 
were found. Most notable among these were 
some gilded bronze fragments ornamented 
with very fine interlacing patterns, and a 
large semi-circular bronze object. This object 
is plated with silver and decorated with 
amber and fantastic snake-like creatures with 
birds’ heads instead of tails, and closely 
resembling sonie of the ornament on the 
famous Tara brooch. ll these may, per- 
haps, be part of an early Christian shrine of 
the 8th century A.D. 

As a result of the Kilgreany excavation the 
only alleged evidence of the presence of man 
in Ireland. in palwolithic times has been 
disproved, Human remains from this period 
are relatively abundant in England and on 
the Continent, and it is ho that future 
research will throw further light on this 
problem as far as Ireland is concerned. 


THE ROYAL WEDDING 


INSPECTION OF THE

their wedding presents. The King and 
(Jueen. with the Princess’s two sisters and 
her brother-in-law, accompanied them. 
They stayed for seventy-five minutes. 

The Duke dined again with his fiancée 
and their parents at Buckingham Palace 
last night. It was a quiet, family party. 

Last night the route which the Duke 
and his bride will take on their wedding 
day from Buckingham Palace to Padding- 
ton Station was made known. They will 
go in one of the Royal coaches—open if 
the weather is fine enough—with an escort 
of Life Guards. - 

A special train from Paddington will 
leave at 4.20, and from Birmingham the 
Royal couple will be driven by car to 
Himley Hall for the first part of the 
honeymoon.

NEED FOR MORE

**Let the Church’s mission be followed up 
by action. Then faith will pass into vision, 
hope will be more than realised, and all men 
will discover that the conflicts of time are 
meant. to be victories fer eternity. 

“There are many who say: ' What has the 
Church to do with cial reform; is not 
that the duty of the State?” Well, the State 
is doing its part throtigh legislation, but it 
cannot do evefything, Even assuming it 
could, the Church would not be relieved of 
her responsibility. We know ‘the Church’s 
mission is to preach the Gospel. That en- 
tails preaching the brotherhood of man and 
uplifting man, iooking after the poor, the 
sick, the reel om ais á We read that Our 
Lord ‘had compassion on the multitude.’ 

** Surely the Church is in possession of the 
intimate, particularised knowledge of the 
people’s troubles which would enable her to 
achieve social reform. Just as does an archi- 
tect who has to restore a cathedral, the 
Church has. both the broad thecries and the 
detailed knowledge of the fabric with which 
she is dealing, Only in proportion to the 
actuality of practical knowledge will plans 
be of use.

Cages, hastily knocked together of 
any materials that came to hand while the 
expedition was in the equatorial districts of 


vulture, several kinds of monkeys and many 
other animals. . Above the rattling of the 
derricks on the ‘quayside one could hear the 
excited chattering of the monkeys and the 
screeching of the birds. 


AFRICAN ‘NATIVES AS KEEPERS 


Dr. B. B. Ferrar, F.R.Z.8., the Curator of 
the Zoological Gardens, went across to Hull 
where the steamship Alfred Jones docked 
after. a forty-day trip from Africa with its 
strange cargo. The huatey; Captain Dudley 
Grove, also travelled on the Alfred Jones, 
and brought. with him two natives to act as 
“ stewards”’ ‘to the animals. Then, after 
the arrival in the Humber, the cargo was 
divided. Part of it has gone to the Royai 
Zoological Gardens, London, and the rest has 
come to Dablin. 

The Curator and keepers from the Dublin 
Gardens superintended the work of unloading 
the cargo at the North Wall yesterday morn- 
ing, after which they hurried to the Phenix 
Park to receive the animals. 

And then the work started. A few of the 
animals had to be transferred into quarantine, 
and quarters found for the remainder. The 
lemur was a difficult customer to handle, 
but the keeper soon dealt with it. Removing 
his coat he opened the door of the cage and 
in a few seconds had the animal safely rolled 
up im its folds, and although it wriggled its 
little head from side to side was quite unable 
to express its disapproval by biting. 


CASUALTIES ON BOARD 


During the voyage a few casualties oc- 
curred. One of the speckled owls died, or 
was killed by its companions, and partly 
eaten. All the lizards died too, much to 
the disappointment of Dr. Ferrar, but the 
rest. of the “‘passen " stood their long 
ourney and severe change of climate well. 

he monkeys—there are three different kinds 
in the consignment—were quite untroubled 
by their surroundings, and one of them, 
“John Willy,” showed himself quite ready 
to be petted. Naturally, they disliked the 
cold, but cheered up after being put in their 
quarters in the monkey house. 

The Civet cat was beautiful to look at, but 
not easy to handle, and she spat and screec 
at the keepers as they endeavoured to transfer 
her into quarantine. Curiosity lured the 

cocks into the yard where the animals were 
eing unloaded, but after a few minutes they 
left in search of somebody who had more time 
to give them admiration. Food was given to 
the birds and’ animals as soon as they arrived 
at the Gardens, and they certainly showed 
that the long journey had not made them lose 
their appetites. i 

By dark most of the animals had been. 
lodged in their new homes, and Dr. Ferrar 
said that it would not be long before they 
became acclimatised. During their first few 
days in the “ Zoo ” the animals are watched 
carefully to see how they are ‘“‘ settling 
down,” and whether, in cases where two or 
three animals are together in a cage, one is 
being robbed of his food. 


“ GEORGE,' THE LION 


“ This collection,’’ remarked Dr, Ferrar in 
between his dashes from one cage to another 
to see the animals, “' is by far the largest that 
has ever come to Dublin, and we are greatl 
indebted to Captain Dudley: Grove for his 
kindness.’ And then the Curator would be 
off again to look at something else. 

One of the big attractions of the collection, 
however, does not arrive until to-day. This 
is a young lion, caught in the Lake Chad 
district, It is only about eighteen months old 
and has not yet grown its mane. During the 
voyage from Africa to England it became a 
great. pet of its keeper, Garabu, and delighted 
the dockers at Hull when it allowed the native 
to stroke and tickle it. ‘‘ George’’ is the 
name that the lion has been given, and he 
will be seen in the “ Zoo”’ in a few days’ 
time. 

The rest of the animals in the consignment 
include: A _ serval, a mongoose, ground 
squirrels, a porcupine, some Fennec foxes, 
Jaribu storks, toucans, falcons, Maribou 
storks, African wild ducks, cranes, a vulture 
and pelicans, one of which has a particularly 
well-coloured beak, while its younger com- 
panion is somewhat, mora drab in appearance.

ADDRESS TO MOTHERS

“OUIETNESS AND 
CONFIDENCE. '' 


“In quietness and confidence shall Le 
your strength,” said Canon R. M. Boyd, 
.. M.C., addressing the congregation of 
mothers who met yesterday in St. Ann's 
Church, Dublin, for a Service of Interces- 
sion preparatory to the meeting of the 
Central Council of the Mothers’ Union of 
Ireland. ; 

Canon Boyd was quoting Isaiah (Chap. 30, 
Verse 15). He continued: “In our 
modern world we are not accustomed to 
regard quietness as an indication of strength. 
Nowadays it sometimes seems as if the noisy 
people are the strong people. Yet, we know 
that in the deeper things of this*life there 
can be no real strength unless there is quiet- 
ness. All of us need more quietness in our 
lives. If our work is to be effectively done, 
there must be time for quietness. One of to- 
day's greatest needs is the. will and the 
capacity for quietness. 

“ Would not all our work be more effective 
if we realised better the spiritual strength 
and guidance which will, undoubtedly, be 
ours if we are willing to seek God in the 
quietness? Do we not need to give ourselves 
more meditation, and spend more time in 
the silence of God’s presence? Do we not 
need to turn over in our minds the details 
of our work, quietly concentrating upon 
opportunities for service, taking stock of our 
relationships with other people, taking special 
note of who needs our help? Then we 
can wait in quietness, so that we may hear 
God speaking in the depths of our souls. 

“I am sure that a great deal of our feeble- 
ness is due not so much to an unwillingness 
to Ryd as to our inability to wait quietly for 
God to give us guidance. The attainment of 
that quietness will call for discipline of the 
severest kind.

The Yugoslav Note states :— 

“The odious crime in Marseilles, which 
has stirred the conscience of all civilisod 
people, compels the Yugoslav Government 
to submit to the Council of the League of 
Nations certain particularly grave aspects 
of this crime which have been brought to 
light by the police inquiries in several 
countries, and which are of a nature to 
disturb the good relations and peace 
between Yugoslavia and her neighbour 
Hungary. 

‘Only last June the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment drew the attention of the Counsel to 
certain criminal acts by terrorist elements 
in Hungary, and also to the help and com- 
plicity that these elements had received at 
the hands of the Hungarian authorities. 

“The Yugoslav Government, at the 
Council meeting of June 4, declared that 
it was ready to settle by direct negotiations 
with Hungary all frontier questions, being 
thus convinced that the Hungarian Govern- 
ment would take the measures necessary 
to put an end to this support that the 
terrorist elements were receiving in Hun- 
gary. 

“Is was with this idea that the Yugoslav 
Government undertook these negotiations, 
which ended in the agreement signed in 
Belgrade on July 21. 

“ On the other hand, the results of the 
inquiry that has been opened since the 
assassination of King Alexander and M. 
Barthou have demonstrated that this 
criminal act was organised and executed 
with the participation of terrorist elements 
who had taken refuge in Hungary, and 
who had continued to enjoy the same com- 
plicity as prevailed earlier, and that it 
was with this complicity that the crime of 
Marseilles was finally perpetrated.

HE curious situation which has arisen 
in the Mulkear River has brought 
two Departments of State into direct 
conflict. The matter was discussed by the 
Limerick Fishery Conservators as reported 
in yesterday’s Irish Times, and a deputa- 
tion from the Board of Conservators 
visited Government Buildings yesterday 
and interviewed the departments concerned 
namely, the Department of Fisheries and 
the Board of Public Works. 
_ The facts of the matter, which are not 
in dispute, were put before both depart- 
ments, It is understood that no decision 
was arrived at pending a meeting between 
Dr, Ryan, the Minister for Agriculture, 
to whom the Fisheries branch was recently 
transferred, and Mr. Hugo Flinn, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Finance and head of the Board of Works. 
It appears that ever since the Shannon 
electricity works were set up at Ardna- 


tributary of the Shannon, has become the 
chief spawning ground for salmon in that 
district. At present, under the direction 
of the Board of Works, certain dredging 
works are being carried out in the Mulkear 
River, at which about fifty men are em- 
ployed. These dredging works, it appears, 
are disturbing the spawning beds, where 
just now spawning is in progress. The 
allegation is that the disturbance of the 
gravel beds by the dredging operations 
is liable to destroy the ova and thus im- 


peril the future supply of salmon in the 
Shannon, 


DRAINAGE VERSUS 
FISHERY 


The drainage scheme, of which the 
dredging of the Mulkear is part, is im- 
portant, both as to its effect on the adjoin- 
ing land and the fact that it is giving sub- 
stantial employment in the district. The 
interest of the fishery in the Shannon is 
also very important, both to the fishermen 
of the district and to the tourist traffic 
attracted by it. The point at issue is 
which is to give way to the other. It 
appears this Fisheries Department have 
very drastic powers where the disturbance 
of spawning s is concerned. It is not, 
of course, suggested that these should be 

ut in force.against the Board of Works, 

ut it tat some that a compromise may 
be effected by the suspension of the dredg- 
ing operations until the ova have been 
hatched—that is, about 150 days. . 

It is estimated that the Shannon salmon 
fisheries are worth from £30,000 to £50,000 
annually, and give employment to about 
1,000 fishermen.

PAYMENTS 


The Minister of Finance (Mr. H. M. 
Pollock), replying to Mr. T. J. Campbell, 
K.C., in the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday, said that the British Govern- 
ment had expended £1,428,000 on the 
Northern Pavtuseient House, and the 
grounds surrounding it, and on the 
Northern Irish Departmental portion of 
the Law Court buildings in Belfast.

HOPE OF RAPID 
IMPROVEMENT . 


N our issue of yesterday we published 
the official figures of the rate collec- 
tion in the various counties in the Irish 
Free State at the end of the first half 
of the financial year—namely, September 
30. According to these, the amount col- 
lected on that date was only £122,007, or 
3.7 per cent. of the total warrant. 

At a late hour last night the following 
explanation of the figures was issued by 
the Department of Local Government, 
through the Government Bureau of Infor- 
mation — 

“The last published return of rates col- 
lected by County Councils shows that in 
the six months ended 30th September, 
1934, the total sum collected was 
£122,007, as compared with £387,025 in 
the corresponding period last year. As 
the rates to be collected by Connty 
Souncils exceeded three million pounds in 
both years, it will be seen that only a 
small proportion of this sum was collected 
either year in the first six months of the 
financial year. 

“ Last year in the October-December 
quarter .850 was collected, which was 
more than twice the sum collected in the 
half-year April-September, 1933, and it is 
quite clear already that this year also the 
rates collected in the October-December 
quarter will far exceel the amount, col- 
lected in the previous six months. 


RELIEF FROM RATES 


“During the present financial year a 
new system of giving relief from rates to 
occupiers of agricultural land has been in- 
troduced. Every farmer over £20 land 
valuation was asked to make a return of 
the persons at work on his holding. Where 
employment was afforded additional relief 
was given. It was - necessary for the 
County Councils to allow a reasonable 
time to every land-holder of over £20 
valuation to make his claim to the em- 
ployment allowance. Until all the claims 
were made the cost of relief on the new 
plan could not be determined. This has 
tended in most counties to delay the col- 
lection, and, therefore, the unsatisfactory 
position on 30th September last was due 
not so much to default on the part of 
ratepayers as to delay in getting the rates 
into effective collection. 

“Barly in the year the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health 
advised County Councils,to proceed with 
the collection, and to allow such supple- 
mentary allowances as could not then be 
determined by means of credit notes to be 
issued subsequently. A few County 
Councils adopted this method, and an 
inspection of the return shows that where 
the collection was started early the posi- 
tion in September was comparatively 
satisfactory. In County Cavan, for in- 
stance, 73.7 per cent. of the rates was 
outstanding, as compared with 71.7 per 
cent. in September, 1933, and in Mayo 
72.9 per cent., as compared with 67.7 per 
cent. the previous year. 


ADVERSE EFFECT 

“There can be no doubt that the delay 
in beginning the collection, apart from 
any other cause, has had an adverse effect 
so far as ‘the first halt of the financial 
year is concerned ; but, now that the rate 
has been put into collection, there is no 
reason to think the ay will not 
rapidly improve. Already substantial im- 
provement has taken place in several 
counties. 

“In Monaghan, for instance, where 85 
per cent. of the rates was outstanding on 
30th September, only 48 per cent. was 
outstanding on ólst October. Louth has 
dropped in a month from 91 per cent, to 
72 per cent. outstanding, Mayo from 75 
per cent. to 55 per cent., Wexford from 94 
per cent, to 78 per cent., Carlow from 99 , 

r cent. to 85 per cent., Donegal from 
ós per ceilt. to 75 per cent., Laoighis from 
96 per cent. to 80 per cent., Offaly from 99 
per cent. to 84 per cent., Tipperary N.R. 
from 96 per cent. to 78 per cent., and 
Wicklow from 93 per cent. to 72 per cent. 

“The end of the present month will 
show still further substantial reductions 
in the amounts outstanding.”’ 


CORK COUNTY COUNCIL 

At Cork County Council meeting, Mr. 
W. J. Broderick, T.D., chairman, pre- 
siding, reporting on the state of the rate 
collection, the secretary stated that the 
rates lodged to date totalled £24,477, 
amounting to 54 per cent. of the total 
watrant of £437,773. The Council’s 
account was now overdrawn by £183,000, 
and £210,000 would be a sufficient over- 
draft for December. They got in about 
£41,000, including recoupment grant of 
£15,000, from roads’ department, and 
£12,000 from the Local Government 
Department on account of current agri- 
cultural grant. 

Chairman—So, as I suggested, there was 
no necessity for alarm this day fortnight, 
and I hold the same attitude still. 

It was agreed .to request an overdraft 
of £210,000. 

The secretary said that they should get 
in about £52,000 during December.

i At noon yesterday not more than 20 per 


cent. of the 4,319 cattle ex at 
the Dublin market had been sold. The 
number of animals forward represented an 
increase of 1,041 head (which was too great 
even for normal requirements), and owing 
to the depressed state of trade across the 
water there would probably have been a 
large number unsold. Yesterday, how- 
ever, in addition to cross-Channe! trade, 
there had to be taken into account the 
order made by Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, fixing the minimum price of 
be. per cwt. (live weight) for fat bullocks 
and heifers, whether bought by home 
butchers or exporters. The result was an 
almost complete deadlock. 

Not for a Jong time have so many really 

-condit.oned cattle been shown on the 
blin market as yesterday ; and not since 
the Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep Act, 
1934, came into operation have fewer 
butchers been present. 

Leading exporters were in evidence early, 
and walking round the pens picked out 
what they wanted in ones and twos. For 
such selections there was no difficulty in 
getting the 25s. per cwt., and even slightly 
more. For g commercial cattle, how- 
ever, there was no demand, because buyers 
were afraid to offer less than 25s. in view 
of Dr. Ryan's warnings. Many sellers 
would willingly have sold their more or 
less. secondary vattle at a lower price per 
cwt., but there were no bidders. i 

Another factor which told against busi- 
ness yesterday was the apparent shortage 
of licences. It seems that there were uate 
800 licences for use in connection with over 
4,000 cattle. In addition it was stated that 
some exporters are holding over licences 
for use at the coming fat cattle shows, and, 
as there are five Thursdays in November, 
they are obliged to be conservative in 
their use. 


GERMAN QUOTA FILLED 

As the November quota for Germany 
has been filled, no cattle were bought for 
that country yesterday, but about forty 
animals were sold for export to Belgium. 
In this connection comment was made on 
the fact that neither German nor Belgium 
buyers appear to be affected by the mini- 
mum price, and it is being asked why this 
should be so. 

It is evident that if cattle were graded 
by Government inspectors and a minimum 
fixed for each grade, that there would be 
a substantial clearance of all cattle now 
on the farmers’ hands. 

One seller who had the same lot of cattle 
on offer for two weeks in succession re- 
marked to an [rish Times representative : 
** Cattle are now like a family; when they 
are reared you do not know what to do 
with them.’’ 

In another case when a salesman was 
asked: 

“Is the 25s. operating?” he replied: 
“ Yes, it is; but the operation is killing 
the market.” 

On behalf of the butchers, it was stated 
that if they are compelled to pay 25s. per 
ewt. live-weight, and supply beef from 
the forequarters at 5d. per lb., they will 
have too large a quantity of the good cuts 
on hand, and that, even by adding 2d. 
per lb., it will not pay them. 

“TH,” it was stated, “ butchers were 
allowed to buy cattle at 18s. to 20s. per 
ewt. they would be able to sell the fore- 
quarter meat at 5d. per lb. without any 
loss, but with wages and overhead charges 
as they are, they cannot stand any further 
strain on their resources,” 


GRADING 

Salesmasters when asked for their ex- 
perience of yesterday’s market, declared: 
“There is absolutely nothing doing, and 
the position will remain so unless some 
system of grading is adopted. 

“There has been nothing to equal this 
in anybody’s experience. There is a 
complete deadlock, and if we get a spell 
of severe weather the cattle will go back 
in condition. Up to the present cattle 
have been looking extraordinarily we!) 
owing to the mild open. weather, but a 
week of cold weather would reduce them 
considerably.”’ 

Most of the cattle unsold yesterday were 
returned to their owners, even to farms as 
far away as Mullingar, while others were 
sent to paddocks in County Dublin. 

There was a decrease of 773 in the 
number of sheep and lambs, the total 
being 6,667, and a good export trade was 
experienced for lambs, but the demand 
for sheep was slightly worse, and there 
was a big carry-over.

THE REPORT AND ITS 
RECEPTION 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
cbserves:—Further research into the 
parliamentary report on India does some- 
thing more than confirm immediate im- 
pressions. It was natural to look first for 
the changes thought desirable by so strong 
a team of statesmen in a policy whose 
broad outlines were already familiar to 
most of us. The changes are there, and 
they have the common and most welcoma 
feature that they are palpably based on 
the merits of each particular case, and 
not on any regard for popular clamour, 
either here or in India. But the report 
is something incomparably more important 
than mere critical comment on an existing 
scheme: it envisages the whole projected 
Constitution of India with a precision of 
language that none of the earlier 
documents could supply. | 

The result is so massive, so closely 
reasoned, so minute a revelation of the 
views at every stage of the various mem- 
bers of the Committee, that some of the 
criticism which was published within an 
hour or two of the issue of their report 
must seem fantastically remote from 
reality. Let them take comfort, at ail 
events, in the reflection that these 
hurried conclusions go far to cancel one 
another. It cannot be true, _ for 
instance, as one London hewspaper pro- 
claimed yesterday morning, that the report 
gives in to the die-hards, if the so-called 
die-hards in their own organs are 
denouncing its precautions as nh and 
trifling. The one view, of course, is just 
as absurd a: the other, and both are based 
—naturally enough in a first attempt to 
deal with so gigantic a subject—on pre- 
conceived ideas of its controversial value, 
As it is so often the case, and as members 
of Parliament would do weil to note, the 
main provincial Press, both in England 
and in Scotland; is far steadier and better 
informed. That most of the Indian 
politicians and their newspapers would 
condemn the report out of hand was a

DEPRECIATION 


The Chairman said that the sum mentioned 
as depreciation in the costing account is not 
depreciation, but was really a provision for 
profits. Of the ds. 4d. per thousand bricks 
allowed under the heading of depreviation he 
held that only 6d. was depreciation. ‘‘ This 
commission,’ he said, “is not impressed by 
the list of items submitted. We object to 
the inclusion in a costing statement of items 
which were not items of cost. In the statement 
was included a sum to make up for the lack 
of profits or to provide for future profits.

CANON'S INFLUENCE 


Plaintiff contended that undue influence was

The Most Rev. Dr. Gregg said that the 
Archbishop of York had been very generous 
in giving them ten days of his time. He 
was ‘very closely identified with the organi- 
sation known as Faith and Order, of which 
he had now become the chairman. Anyone 
who had been present. at any of the recent 
meetings of that body and had become aware 
of his imperturbable and quite firm chairman- 
ship would realise that the Faith and Order 
movement had done well in making him its 
chairman. 

The whole question of reé-umion was beset 
with difficulties. Many people were keen 
about it; a vast number of pe-ple would not 
know what was meant by re-union, Some 
were moderately keen on it; some: intensely 
keen. Some were keen on the grounds of 
sentiment, while others were keen on the 
grounds of principle. 5 

The Archbishop of York, who was given a 
very cordial reception from the large gather- 
ing, said that the subject of re-union was the 
one nearest to his heart. He believed that 
in the sphere of what might be called the 
management of religion on earth there was 
nothing to equal the importance of re-union. 
The conduct of the work of the Church in all 
its branches and sections was something that 
took precedence over every other considera- 
tion, but short of their witness to Christ and 
the winning of souls to iiim he believed that 
there was no question that ought to be so 
present in their minds and consciences as 
that of Christian re-union. 


EAST AND WEST 


After dealing with what he called the back- 
round of re-union, he said that it was bad 
or the Church as a whole and bad for both 
parts that there should have been a 
division of East and West, Ever since 
that division the West had been poorer 
for lacking the mystical tendencies of the 
Kast, and the East had been poorer, for lack- 
ing the practical effectiveness of the West. 
Nearly all the criticisms that they were dis- 
sed fo make in regard to the Eastern 
rthodox Church were criticisms of the fact 
that it had not those qualities which they 
had taken away; while the complaints of the 
members of that Church about the Western 
Church were that they had not got the 
qualities which they had given to them. . 

The. division of the Reformation was a div)- 


.sion of North and South and not of East and 


West. It was a division between the strongly 
centralising, legalising. tendency of the Latin 
races and the autonomy and the insistence 
upon independence in the Northern and 
Teutonic races. ‘ 

They looked upon, the Latin Church and 
said that it .was—as they  thought—over- 
regimented ; that it was regulated to a degree 
that was incompatible with full spirituality. 
That, however, was the lack of what they 
could have given it; The members of the 
Latin Church looked at them and said that 
the. reformed Churches had a tendency to 
break up ‘into fractions, and it became so 
insistent upon their own points of view that 
they were ready even to divide what should 
he the single hddy of Christ. They were 
suffering from lack of what they might have 
gained from the Latin Church. 


DIVISIONS 


Every division, first: of all,- weakened the 
whole Church, because it prevented the —_ 
ing to bear of a united impact upon the world. 
It was also bad for both parties, because 
each was poorer for what the othe: could give 
Tt was even worse than that, because division 
led them to put undue emphasis upon the 
points about which people disagreed. 

Church order was not of vital importance. 
but if there was no Church order they would 
not get on very well. They ought not have 
too much talk about. it. car should take 
it for granted, and the only thing that pre- 
vented them from doing that was. lack of 
union, Once they got people to think with- 
out taking into account Church order, they 
would go on with the objects for which the 
Church was there. Instead, they were asking 
each other if the other man’s skeleton was 
the right shape. They ought not to think 
about that, but disunion made them consider 
it. The division of the Church was a thing 
that ought to be to all of them really 
intolerable; it was really .frustrating the 
purposes for which the Church was in the 
world, and it was only because they had such 
a grossly misleading conception of what the 
Church was for that they acquiesced with 
orem contentment in those divisions. 

ey ought to set about re-union with the 
conviction that the worst of all anomalies 
of Church order was that there should be 
two people who were not in communion, with 
one another. They should set about over- 
coming that anomaly, ‘ 

The Archbishop then deseribed the movo- 
ment for the re-union of the Churches, which

were, said, planning a second world con- 
ference to be held in 1937, and he hoped 
that the procedure followed would be dis- 
cussion on chosen subjects with a view to 
ascertaining where the convictions held by 
the various Churches were such as might 
not be a hindrance to unity. 

It was wise to begin on the fringe and try 
to get the greatest possible agreement there 
before they asked for declarations from one 
side or another. 


THE GOSPEL 


Continuing, the speaker said that among 
certain sections of the Church there was one 
great area in common—-in that they had the 
one Gospel, and could they not join more 
often than they did in joint Evangelistic ser- 
vices? The Lambeth conference had recom- 
mended that. He was inclined: to urge that 
in such joint evangelism two methods should 
be followed at the same time. There should 
be joint gatherings in which representatives 
of the different denominations could speak 
together, and there could be also meetings of 
the Churches and the separate bodies operat- 
ing strictly along their own lines. In that 
way they very largely would avoid the 
anxiety that some principle might be com- 
promised in the process. There were occa- 
sions when they knew that their feelings were 
really common, and a great deal could be 
done by joint services, or & regulated inter- 
change of pulpits. At those joint meetings 
the members of the different Churches should 
h; told clearly in advance what was going to 
happen.

“Some Short. Stories from Irish Litera- 
ture ” was the title cf a discourse given by 
Mr. T. D. Fitegerald to members of the 
Irish Literary Society this evening. Com- 
mencing with the Celtic group of languages, 
Mr. Fitzgerald dealt with the old, middle, 
and modern Irish texts; with Kuno Meyer's 
translations, and the glosses. made by 
scholars From the seventh to the tenth 
century, said Mr. Fitzgerald, the Irish were 
the schoolmasters of Europe. 

The lecturer pleaded for a revival of 
interest in, and the study of, the Trish 
language. This was not the monopoly of 
any party or organisation.

SIR JOHN SIMON’S 


STATEMENT 


Sir John Simon [Foreign Secretary) said 
that Mr. Grenfell had spoken somewhat 
slightingly of the Governmert’s foreign policy, 
but if the hon. member had had the oppor- 
tunity of consulting people in Europe who 
had seen the part Great Britain had played 
in the Austrian crisis, the Yugoslav crisis, 
and the Saar crisis, he would, perhaps, be a 
little more generous in his appreciation. 

With ‘regard to the Naval Conference, con- 
versationg were proceeding, and the Japanese 
and American delegations were concerned in 
them. The. Washington Treaty of 1922 went 
on indefinitely unless notice was given to ter- 
minate it. ' On the other hand, the London 
Treaty of 1930-was for a fixed term, and 
would automatically.expire at the end of 1956, 
unless, as.they hoped, a new Treaty could be 
negotiated. 

The conversations now going on with Japan 
and the United States were a sort of preli- 
minary. to the Naval Conference which was 
to take place in 1935. In the event of a 
denunciation of the Treaty before the end of 
the year the Naval Conference would still he 
held in the hope of negotiating a fresh 
Treaty. 


JAPAN’S POSITION 


It was common knowledge that Japan was 
not content with the ratio laid down In the 
Washington Treaty, and the Japanese Go- 
vernment had put forward certain proposals, 
the effect of which was to establish, in substi- 
tution for the present Treaty, a system ty 
which each Power would be able to build up 
to what had been called a common upper 
limit. Turning to the question of arma- 
ments, he said that the debate on this subject 
was not a satisfactory one, because the motion 
touched only one corner of the problem. 


PROBLEM OF CONTROL 


In any international agreement there must 
be effective control of the trade im arms, 
and he took the view that the control should 
include. the prohibition of Government sub- 
sidies and the prohibition of export credits. 
Secondly, it seemed to him that the inter- 
national convention should provide for effec- 
tive national control, on agreed lines, of the 
mamifacture of arms. Thirdly, there must 
be reasonable publicity as to the question of 
an inquiry. 

The debate was adjourned, and the House 
rose at 10.55 p.m.
